J. H. Randall, Former Building 
Commissioner of St. Louis, 
Accused in Oklahoma. 


PUBLICLY DENOUNCED 


Members of Board of Educa- 
tion Say He Offered Money 
for $300,000 Contract. - 


J. Harry Randall, former Building 
Commissioner of St. Louis, is accused 
by the president, secretary ana other 
members of the Oklahoma:City Board 
of Education with offering them, 
through an agent, bribes of $500 to $5000 
in his attempt to obtain the contract 
for the new $300,000 High School Buila- 
ing to be erected there. One of his ac- 
cusers is a minister, 

Randall, who is now in Oklahoma 
City, denies the charges, according to 
dispatches to the Post-Dispatch. The 
man named by the School Board mem- 
bers as having made the actual bribe 
offers also denies the accusations, His 
name is Deam. 

The charges have been placed in the 
hands of County Attorney Reardon, and 
early action by the grand jury is an- 
ticipated. 

At Tuesday night’s meeting of the 
Oklahoma City Board of Education, the 
Rev. T. H. Harper, one of the members, 
made the open charge that Deam, rep- 
resenting Randall, had offered the 
bribes. 

President Backs Up Minister. 

President Leach of the Board said the 
minister’s charge was true, and that 
Deam had offered him first $500, and 
then $1000, if he would vote to award the 
contract to Randall. He repeated this 
statement when Deam confronted him 
Wednesday in the office of the Okla- 
homa City Times.

| Pettie, members of the board, made 
similar charges: of ee to bribe 


The Rev. Mr. ——— in summing 
up the matter, said that each man ap- 
proached had been given to under- 
stand that the other members. had 
been “‘fixed.’’ 

Wheh the sensation caused by. the 
minister’s charges and the statements 
of other members had subsided, the 
board voted on the contract. Randall 
did not receive one vote. The con- 


cract went to the firm of Layton & 
Smith. 

Randall’s statement was: “I appeared | 
before the Board in a professional way, 
just as any architect would have done. 
I have not, directly or indirectly, at- 
tempted to bribe anyone.”’ 

Deam, in denying President Leach’s 
accusation, said: ‘I have not, as Mr. 
Randall’s representative, made any at- 
tempt at bribery.’’ 

Randall was appointed Building Com- 
missioner of St. Louis by Mayor Wal- 
bridge in 1895, holding over through the 
first part of Mayer Ziegenhein’s admin- 
istration. He had stormy contraversies 
with other city officials and with depu- 
ties in his own office.

Freedom to go where he pleases and 
do as he pleases on his own recogniz- 
ance until the May term of court was 
granted by Judge Dyer Wednesday to 
John Payne, “shover” for a gang of 
counterfeiters, three members of which 
have been sentenced to the Penitentiary 


as a result of Payne’s turning State's 
evidence. 


When Payne was called before Judge 
Dyer at 10 a. m. the Judge said he had 
been induced to free the prisoner partly

JAPAN’S ENTIRE NAVY IS

Admiral Togo Points Out Vessels 
(Captured During War 
With Russia. 

KOBE, Japan, Nov. 18.—The fighting 
craft of Japan, comprising 110 vessels, 
exclusive of submarines, passed in re- 

view before the Emperor today. 

Embarking on the -battleship Asama, 
the Emperor was welcomed by Admiral 
Togo and the other admirals of the 
fleet. As dozens of guns volleyed. their 
salute the sun came from behind a 
cloud, plainly showing on a distant hill 
the outline of an anchor composed of 
pines, planted by schoolchildren in 1903. 
The. Asama, with Admiral Togo on 
the bridge, steamed slowly between the 
lines of warships and auxiliaries, with 
every band playing the national an- 
them.

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The appearance in St. Louis of a new 
and dangerous couuterfelt $5 bill has 
aroused Secret Service operatives to en- 
deavor to stop the circulation of the 
bills, and a general warning describing 
the bilis and asking all business houses 
and banks to keep a close lookout for 
them, has been sent out. 

Thirteen of the counterfeits have al- 
ready reached the Secret Service office 
in St. Louis. 

These counterfeits made their first ap- 
pearance in Chicago Nov. 6 and several 
hundreds have already been passed 
there. The: first reported in St. Louis 
was last Saturday, when the Boatmen’s 
Bank received one in the deposit of a 
customer. 


Probably Made in Chicago. 

No clew as to the persons who made or 
are passing the bills has been obtained 
by the Secret Service men. It is be- 
lieved they are made in Chicago. 

Chief Wi.kie of the Secret Service 
has sent out the following description 
of the counterfeit: 

The bill is of the 1899 series, and the 


check letter is D. Hach of the coun- 
terfeits is numbered D47963872. The face 
plate number is 1164 and the back _ 
number is 782. The.signature of W. T. 
Vernon, Registrar of the Treasury, and 
Charles H. Treat, Treasurer of the Unit- 
ed States, appear on the face of the 
bill. 
Marked With Colored ‘Inks. 

The bill is printed from photomechan- 
ical plates on one piece of paper. It is 
marked with red and blue ink in. imita- 
tion of the silk fiber which is found, be- 
tween the two pieces of paper of which 
genuine money is made. 

The face of the note is very black, 
and the part of the script lettering that 
crosses the blue seal and the denomi- 
national character is filled in by hand 
and is poorly done. The letter “e” in 
“demand” is not formed well. The sec- 
ond:“e’ in “bearer” instead of being 
a loop “e” as in the genuine, is like 
the reversed figure “3.’’ The “b” in 
‘payable’ looks more like an “‘l” than

“Dick” Wood, 
morist, is dead, and Wednesday his 
body lay at the Ellis undertaking rooms, 
727 North King’s highway, that his 
friends, those of his own race and the 
Chinese, who were much attached to 
him, might look on his face before the 
body is taken to his birthplace, Bloom- 
ington, Tll., for interment. 

Richard W, Wood—everyone cailed 
him ‘“Dick’’—was one of the  best- 
known newspaper artists in St. Louis. 
He began his career 2% years ago as a 
reporter on the Bloomington Eye, a 
weekly. He was manager of the art 
departments of two St. Louis morning 
newspapers, and lately had been con- 
nected with a syndicate supplying 
newspaper features. 

His ‘‘comics’’ were widely known, and 
hig gently humoreus stories of a style 
peculiar te himself, were featured in 
a number of WHastern papers. During 
the Boxer troubles in China he Wwas 
sent to that country as a correspondent. 
He had learned Chinese in St. Louis, 
and that fact, coupled with his winning 
personality, made him many friends 
among the Orientals. He was one of 
the few Americans ever initiated intn 
the Chinese Freemasons, and every Chi- 
nese in St. Louis knew and admired 
him. 


There was not a particle of venomia 


in ‘“‘Dick’’ Wood’s nature. He was 
kindly and sympathetic always, He 
Was an unusually close Bible student, 
though not a church member. 

His mother, Mrs. Mary Wood of 
Bloomington, was with him when he 
died at 4:4 p. m. Tuesday of pulmo- 
nary trouble at Mount St. Rese Hospi- 
tal. She will take the body to Bloom- 
ington, Wednesday evening.

NUNOUS ODORS 


Residents Near Grand and La- 
clede Avenues Complain of 
Burning Rubbish.

A fire which has been burning for 
three months is filling the alr with 
noxious vapors in the neighborhood of 
Grand and Laclede avenues. 

After a thorough investigation resi- 
dents of the district for a radius of 10 
blocks are convinced that this is the 


sole source of the Big Smell which is 
making life a burden to them. | 

All efforts to quench the fire have 
been in vain. Hose streams and occa- 
sional rains have failed and attempts 
to smother it with solid matter have 
only served to aggravate the condition, 
which is not a theory, but a large, life- 
sized nuisance. 


It is a hole in the ground in the rear 


of 3620 Laclede avenue that is burning. 
Formerly it was a quarry, but the neigh- 
bors protested that the blasting shook 
their buildings, broke their windows and 
disturbed their sleep and they had it 
put out of business by an order from 
court. Now they are wondering if some- 
body is trying to get even. 
Dumping Place for Ashes. 

When the hole was abandoned as a 

quarry the city permitted its use as a 
public dumping place for rubbish and 
ashes. 
When the bottom had been covered to 
depth of 10 feet somebody set the rub- 
bish on fire—whether purposely or ac- 
cidentally has not been determined. 

It did not burst into flames, It just 
smoldered and it has been doing it ever 
since, though tons of ashes and- dirt 
have been thrown on top of it. 

A blue, vaporous smoke rises from the 
hole all day and all night, filling the 
air with a sickening odor and charging 
the atmosphere with semething which 
grips the throat and causes a choking 
sensation. 

Passengers on passing Laclede avenue 
and Grand avenue cars gasp for breath, 
and motermen put on extra speed to 
get out of the smell belt.

NEW YORK, Nov. 138.—Dorando, the 
Italian runner, who ran such a spec- 
tacular race in the Olympic Marathon at 
Shepherd's Bush last summer, arrived 
here yesterday on the steamer Kron- 
princessin ,Cecelie. Pietri, who is better 
known by his first name, Dorando, 
comes here, he avers, to show the 
American people that he is a_ better 
distance runner than Johnny Hayes, 
who was declared the winner of the 
Marathon race at the Olympic - games 
when Ptetri, or Dorando, or Dorando 
Pietri, was assisted over the line by 
the British officials who were in charge 
of the games.

Among these was Charles F. Ziebold, 
who, it was expected, would put the 
bill’s advocates on the ropes in a jiffy. 

Warned Against Personalities. 

Interchanges of personal remarks and 
fierce denunciation of the Terminal As- 
sociation as the “great betrayer,’’ en- 
livened the hearing at frequent inter- 
vals. Chairman Cramer twice had to 
caution Frank H. Gerhart, speaking 
against the bill, to refrain from these 
personal allusions to friends of the bill. 

The first passage of words came when 
Charles C. Nicholls, a member of the 
Exchange, declared that the resolution 
committing that organization to a fight 
against the bill was ‘“‘choked down” his 
throat. Mr. Nicholls said the resolution 
represented the views of only a minority 
of the Exchange’s members. Gerhart 
attempted to interrupt Nicholls. 

“Mr. Gerhart, sit down and keep 
quiet,”” said Nicholls. 

“I won't. I’m chairman of the com- 


Gerhart retorted.: 

What promised to be a warmer col- 
loquy was ended by the gavel of Chair- 
man Crameér.' Later Gerhart referred 
to Mr. Nicholls as one “who didn’t 
know what he was talking about.” 

Speakers advocating the bill had de- 
clared that opposition to it came from 
“obstructionists and  destructionists.”’ 
James E. Smith of the Business Men’s 
League and Edward Devoy, president of 
the Merchants’ Exchange, had employed 
those terms. 

“I want to let Mr. Smith and Mr. De- 
voy understand that I have built as 
many houses in St. Louis as they, and 
that my taxable wealth is as great as 
theirs, or greater,’’ said Gerhart.

It is known to all men in St. Louis that the 
free bridge enterprise has been defeated by the 
Terminal Association. That body’s influence upon 
the representatives of the people has been fatal 
to the enterprise.

There are many strange visitors at the White

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BANK RUNS, THERE AND HERE. 

Reports of a run on Chinese banks somehow 
suggest a raid on fantan, but they evidently 
should be received literally.

It would require a riotous fancy and the bril- 
liant descriptive flashes of a Thomas Carlyle to 
picture the colorful chaos that the Chinese de- 
positors would raise if all of the banks at once 
concluded to shut down on them, after the man- 
ner of banks in this country. Instead of gen- 
darmes, there would have to-be a reconvention 
of the allies at Pekin, and some memorable fire- 
works. : 

What the Chinese plainly most need is a bank 
guarantee law, and we know of a gentleman in 
this country who could give it to them. Chine 
is ripe for financial reforms—indeed, no othe) 
country offers such flattering opportunities tc 
real constructive statesmanship. At the present 
writing China looks ripe for 16 to 1 or almost 
anything else unused that a statesman might have 
left in his kit. 
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OUR MISERABLE AIM. 

Most people had supposed that we gave a pretty 
fair account of ourselves in the naval battles of 
Manila and Santiago, but it seems not. The fault 
lay in our marksmanship. McClure’s Magazine 
shows it conclusively: 

As a matter of fact, the shooting at Manila and 
Santiago was about as bad as possible. At Manila 
90 per cent of the shots missed at a range of from 
6000 to 4000 yards; at Santiago—the chief battle of the 
war—at least 98 per cent. * * * Of 9500 projectiles, 
only 123, or 1.38 per cent, had SOURE. a mark on the 
Spanish ships. 

This is a terrible blow to national pride. But 
it is consoling to believe that we would have hit 
the Spanish ships oftener if they had stayed 
above water longer. A navy that wants to make 
a good percentage in a magazine must be care- 
ful not to sink its opponents so early in the 
conflict, but somehow keep the targets afloat 
so as to fill them the fuller of lead. We labored 
under a terrible handicap at Manila and San- 
tlago because we had thoughtlessly sent the 
enemy to the bottom with the first few shots in 
each instance and then had nothing better to 
shoot at than sunken targets, over which we 
merely wasted our powder and shot, as the result 


proves. 
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As for myself, let no one worry about my future. 
The ‘world owes me nothing; I have been abund- 
antly compensated for what I have been able to do.

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in a wealth of hair, while many a per- 
fect face is rendered commonplace and 
unattractive because of the scanty and 
coloriess locks which surround it. 
It is a sad moment for a woman when 
she discovers that her hair is getting 
thin and losing its gloss, for she feels 
with a kind of despair that something 
has gone out of her life. Many women 
who can be quite hopeful of the possi- 
bilities of an impaired complexion are 
often overwhelmed by the discovery that 
their hair is turning gray. They become 
depressed, and shrink from social inter- 
course, a nervous condition which quick- 
ly affects the skin and induces wrinkles. 
It is very foolish to give way to these 
morbid feelings, for natural remedies are 
always at hand, and unless the hair fol- 
licles are destroyed—happily a rare oc- 
currence—the hair can. be preserved and 
kept healthy and glossy from youth to 
old age. Hair is undoubtedly shorter 
and poorer in quality than it was a 
generation or so ago, when a good head 
of hair was the rule and not the ex- 
ception, and this among women of 60 and 
upwards. Most of us can remember the 
beautiful hair of our grandmothers. 
T ous causes, the principal being 
lack of nourishment and the use 
of curling-tongs. Olls and pomatums 
were considered indispensable for the 
Well-being of the hair until the arrival 
of the curling-tongs, but dry hair was 
absolutely necessary for the best re- 
sults in frizziness, so the hair was de- 
prived of nourishment and _ tortured 
with hot irons for the apotheosis of the 
“fluffy” girl of the ‘90s. 
Many middle-aged women whose hair 
is harsh and brittle, small in quantity 
and uncertain of hue, regretfully ac- 
knowledge that their thin and faded 
tresses are the result of an excessive 
use of hot curling-tongs, in which the 
ends of the hair were always destroyed, 
for if they did not drop away when 
the tongs were pulled-out they could be 
seen adhering to the iron, scorched and 
shriveled. 
The passing of the ‘fringe’ ‘and the 
development of the big wave in hair- 
dfessing have robbed this fiendish In- 
vention of its excuse, and the modern 
hair curlers and wavers are delightful; 
they do not burn or destroy the hatr, 
and without them our heads could not 
be becomingly shaped in the graceful 
styles now in vogue.

a preparation of cinchona bark will be 
found most effective in increasing the 
growth and supplying coloring matter 
to the cells. 

The oil should be applied to the roots 
of the hair at night and well massaged 
into the skin with the knuckles, the 
scalp being afterwards rubbed and pat- 
ted with the finger-tips until it glows. 
The hair should then be gently brushed 
down its entire length, for it is a 
mistake to suppose that only the scalp 
requires attention. In the morning a 
tonic lotion may be sprinkled on the 
head, and the hair brushed briskly, not 
roughly, for a few minutes. 

Once a month the hair should be 
washed with a good julep, or the yolk 
of an egg strained and whisked with 
warm rain water; either will make the 
hair soft and glossy. No soda must 
be used. Oil is frequently objected to. 
but nothing can supply its place as a 
hair food.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Nov. 18.—Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan will beat Roosevelt 
to it. 

The Nebraskan has arranged to hunt 
jaguars in Mexico. He is en route to 
Monterey now, and by Friday he ex- 
pects to be trekking the ‘American 
tiger’’ through the thickets’ on a large 
hacienda near Montemorelos, where big 
game abounds. | 

He will be accompanied by a number 
of American residents of ~ Monterey. 
They expect to put at least one jaguar 
out of business before T. R. starts to 
annihilate the wild animals in .South 
Africa. 

Bryan gave his ammunition a work- 
out here yesterday. There are no jag- 
uars around San Antonio, but at a lake 
15 miles from the city there are ducks, 
and Bryan, bagged 25 of them by 1 
o'clock ,yesterday afternoon. 

‘More Réal Hunter’s Togs. 

As a hunter’Mr. Bryan is a master of 
the technicalities. When he went after 
ducks yesterday he wore a duck suit, 
with high rubber boots. An automobile 
took him to the lake and brought him 
back to the city after he had demon- 
strated to his companions that he could 
hit what he aimed at. 

After his return to the city Bryan de- 
livered a nonpolitical address. For some 
reason “he was rather reticent on the 
subject of politics, but to newspaper 
men he intimated that he woul submit 
to the inconvenience of running 
President again in 1912 if no one else is 
considered available. 

“I would much prefer to retire to pri- 
vate life,”” Bryan declared, ‘“‘and I hope 
that four years hence circumstances wil] 
not be such as to force me into the cam- 
paign. But if circumstances should call 
me to battle, battle I will. 

Can’t Control Future. 

“The burden carried by the candidate 
is heavy, but no heavier than that car- 
ried by the officeholder. I do not de- 
sire ever to be a candidate for office 
again, but it is a difficult matter to 
make a rule for the future. 

“What the plans will be four years 
hence I am unable to say. The news- 
papers are trying to make the plans, but 
whether or not they will be accepted 
by the Democratic party is a matter for 
conjecture.’’ 

Bryan went to Corpus Christi last 
night, where he will attend the Deep 
Waterways Convention. From there he 
will go to Mexico t6 hunt those jaguars 
for two weeks, At the end of that time 
he will return to Galveston, where he 
will hunt ducks again.
